DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20, 22-24, 26-28, and 36-42 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-20, 22-24, 26-28, and 36-42 are allowed because none of the prior art 
of record discloses or suggests a single bus electrically connecting all of the generators 
with all of the loads, wherein the bus is rated at less than the total power consumed but 
carries all of the total power consumed from the generators to the loads without 
overloading the bus, in combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed December 12, 2007, with respect to 
the rejections of claims 1 , 22, 36, and 40 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.
